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Manufacturers'  shipments  in  January  in- 
creased slightly,  after  seasonal  adjustment  to  a 
record  level  of  $36.5  billion,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Commerce  announced  today.  New  orders,  reflect- 
ing a  substantial  increase  in  the  aircraft  indus- 
try, were  up  3  percent  over  the  previous  month, 
while  the  end  of  January  backlog  of  unfilled 
orders  remained  substantially  unchanged  at  the 
seasonally  adjusted  level  of  $'•■9.9  billion. 
Manufacturers'  inventories  decreased  slightly  to 
a  January  level  of  $59.9  billion. 


Shipments  by  durable  goods  producers 
were  up  3  percent  in  January  above  December,  after 
adjustment  for  seasonal  variation,  according  to 
the  Department's  Bureau  of  the  Census.  January 
durable  goods  shipments  of  $19.0  billion  reflected 
increases  inall  major  industry  groups.  The  largest 
relative  gains  were  reported  for  the  motor  vehicle 
fabricated  metal,  and  stone,  clay  and  glass  prod- 
uct industries. 


Shipments  by  nondurable  goods  manufac- 
turers remained  at  the  seasonally  adjusted  December 
level  of  $17.5  billion.  Increased  shipments  by  the 
foods,  textiles,  apparel,  chemical,  and  leather 
industries  were  balanced  by  declines  in  the  other 
nondurable  goods  groups. 


New  orders  received  by  diirable  goods 
manufacturers  in  January  amounted  to  $19.14-  billion, 
seasonally  adjusted,  recording  a  new  high  for  this 


series  in  recent  years.  This  rise  was  strongly 
influenced  by  the  increased  activity  in  the  trans- 
portation industry  which  accounted  for  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  gain.  Primary  metals  and  electrical 
machinery  orders  also  contributed  to  the  December- 
January  rise  in  durable  new  orders  with  the  steel 
mills  and  communication  equipment  industries  re- 
porting substantial  seasonally  adjusted  increases. 


The  January  backlog  of  unfilled  orders 
for  the  durable  goods  industries,  increased  to 
$lt-6.9  billion,  after  seasonal  adjustment,  up  about 
$200  million  from  the  December  level.  This  backlog 
level  was  h  percent  higher  than  a  year  ago.  The 
increases  in  the  transportation  and  primary  metals 
groups  for  January  were  offset  by  declines  in  all 
other  major  industry  groups. 


Inventories  of  durable  goods  manufac- 
turers declined  about  $150  million  to  $35.9  billion 
at  the  end  of  January,  after  seasonal  adjustment. 
The  January  change  in  durable  goods  inventories  was 
concentrated  in  the  transportation  industry. 


Nondurable  goods  producers  decreased 
their  stocks  by  about  $100  million  during  January 
to  $2i4-.0  billion.  Much  of  the  decline  occurred  in 
the  apparel  and  rubber  and  plastics  product^  n.e.o. 
industries.
